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A Renewed Vision

‘| Write the vision, and make it plain upon tables, that he may run that 
readeth it’? (Habakkuk 2:2). 


he most recent world population estimate reports a staggering 

figure of 4,492,000,000, with 985 million of those in China 

and 35% of the total world population under 15 years of age. 
It has been evident from the foundation of the world that God has a 
plan for the entire human race. He desires that all men come to 
know Him. 

For many generations the great majority of Christians have 
viewed the Great Commission to go into all the world as related to 
countries. However, in recent times, we have begun to realize 
afresh that the world’s population is not made up so much of 
countries as it is of people groups. For that reason this special 
Missions issue of the Foursquare World ADVANCE is dedicated to 
the need of reaching the hidden people of the world. 

What is a hidden people? A hidden people is a group of people 
among which there are virtually no practicing Christians. Of the 
estimated three billion people in the world who do not claim Jesus 
as Lord, over two billion live in people groups within which there 
are no Christians — making a total of fifteen thousand such hidden 
people groups within the 220 countries of the world. These should 
be given top priority for future evangelism. 

As a movement, we have set a goal to reach a minimum of 100 
hidden people groups by the end of this decade. It means literally 
reaching that many more “‘nations’’ scattered around the world 
without any viable church amongst them and amongst whom the 
Gospel really has not penetrated. 

Along with a goal, we need a vision. That is the purpose for this 
issue of the ADVANCE. Please read it all. Our vision must be 
increased. That means the vision of every leader of the Foursquare 
Movement, every pastor, every Sunday school teacher, every 
evangelist, and every member needs to be renewed. 

God spoke to me earlier this year, giving me a renewed vision to 
reach the peoples of this world. I live for the carrying out of that 
cause. My prayer is that you, too, will realize the need to carry out 
the Great Commission given by Jesus Christ. The Lord said to me, 
“I not only renew your vision to reach the lost, but even though

Africa. Today most of the entire 
tribal people of that area have heard 
the gospel message with some 100 
gospel churches and out-stations 
established among them. 


At later dates other untouched 
people groups saw the great light of 
gospel truth when ministers, such as 
Reverend and Mrs. Vinton Johnson, 
were sent to the Chocoes of the 
Darien Province of Panama. These 
people, under the powerful ministry 
of Foursquare workers, were brought 
out of their deep superstitions, with 
many liberated from the curse of 
witch doctors. 

The twentieth century stone-age 
people of Papua New Guinea heard 
of the Foursquare Gospel for the 
first time under the ministry of 
Reverend and Mrs. Mason Hughes. 
Today the light of the salvation 
message shines brightly in many of 
the formally dark valleys of that 
land, where the people were deeply 
involved at one time in the savage 
practices of cannibalism and tribal 


wartare. 
In this decade of the 80’s God is 


using Foursquare ministers to pene- 
trate and conquer the final frontiers. 
The greatest number of present 
“hidden peoples” in one single nation 
is being reached by the Foursquare 
people of the Republic of the Philip- 
pines. There are now Foursquare 
churches among some 34 former 
“hidden people” groups in that nation 
alone. One of the largest unreached 
people groups found today are the

Han people of mainland China. Help- 
ing to meet this need is Foursquare 
Missions International’s sponsorship 
of a daily radio program which 
broadcasts the message of God's 
Word throughout this large society. 

One of the greatest challenges that 
Foursquare faces is in the great sub- 
continent of India, where over 265 
“hidden people” groups exist. How- 
ever, we are beginning to make an 
impact in several of India’s untouched 
areas through the direction of our 
representatives, Reverend and Mrs. 
Richard Kiser. The Kisers, who reside 
in Sri Lanka, are able to frequently 
visit India and the new works estab- 
lished there. In addition, the Four- 
square Church in West Africa has 
become acutely aware of many of 
the sub-tribes in its area and in 
surrounding nations. Already many 
seasoned pastors have moved on to 
distant areas to seek out and bring 
the gospel message to those who 
have been totally lost. 

We will see the following promise, 
found in Habakkuk 2:4, fulfilled as 
we concentrate our prayers and 
determine to share our wealth and 
gospel knowledge with the “hidden 
people” groups that still exist in our 
present generation — “For the earth 
shall be filled with the knowledge of 
the glory of the Lord, as the waters 
cover the sea.” 4

Foursquare missionaries have been sent out mainly to 
population centers, similar to the New Testament plan of 
missions. With those converted under their ministries, 
training centers were started. From these “headquarters 
churches” men and women went forth full of the Holy 
Ghost and called of God to preach the Foursquare Gospel 
in ever-expanding circles from city to city, village to 
village, and tribe to tribe. Today there are several 
thousand churches in the 37 countries where we are 
now carrying out missionary ministries. In addition, 
there are hundreds of home meetings being held. In 
virtually each of these natio1.s there is a strong national 
church movement. Bible colleges and institutes, along 
with local church institutes and discipling ministries 
aided by T.E.E., are in full bloom. Hundreds of men and 
women are constantly being trained to go forth with the 
message. Various national Foursquare churches are 
even sending missionaries into other nations. 

God has brought and 1s bringing a reemphasis on the 
gifts that He has given the Church, as found in Romans 
12, Ephesians 4, and I Corinthians 18, for the releasing 
of ministries — the sending forth of well-prepared 
believers with the Word to communicate the Gospel 
cross-culturally to every creature. This preparedness is 
going on overseas as well as here at home, National 
ministers and students (disciples) are learning cross- 
cultural communications, and the Holy Spirit is opening 
many doors for ministry to unreached and hidden 
peoples.

Steps To Adopting A Hidden People} 


the God of Abraham is search- 
ing today for believers who are open 
to receiving the forgotten other half 
of His covenant blessings and prom- 
ise: “...I will bless you...and in you 
shall all the families and kindred of 
the earth be blessed” (Genesis 12:1-3 
Amplified)! 

In this new and final era of frontier 
mission outreach, the Holy Spirit is 
impelling the Church to bring salva- 
tion “blessing” to the remaining 
16,750 unreached “tribes and tongues 
and peoples and nations” purchased 
by Christ on Calvary (Revelation 
5:9). These “hidden” people groups 
are everywhere, yet are “hidden” 
from Christian outreach, not by 
national barriers, but by invisible 
barriers of language and culture. 
Found primarily in the Muslim, 
Chinese, Hindu, Buddhist, and Tribal 
spheres, these thousands of by- 
passed, yet-to-be-blessed peoples 
have no culturally relevant church 
in their midst. 

To penetrate these final frontiers 
of the Gospel is to lay hold of our 
spiritual inheritance! “Ask of me, 
and | will make the nations your 


s Pentecostals, most of us are 
experts at getting “blessed”! But 
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heritage, and the ends of the earth 
your possession” (Psalm 2:8 RSV)! 

How can your church claim these 
“nations” as your inheritance and 
“adopt” at least one of the 100 specific 
hidden people groups targeted for 
penetration by the Foursquare 
Church by 1990? 

Note, first, that this novel approach 
is biblical. “Nations” in the Bible 
refers not to “countries”, but to ethnic 
and cultural groupings, “people 
groups’. For example, in the one 
country of Iran there are actually 
dozens of people groups — nations 
— to be reached; and 3,000 distinct 
cultural groups in India! So adopting 
a hidden people group does not mean 
adopting one of the world’s 220 
countries. 


The goal, too, includes but in fact 
goes beyond, merely sending or 
supporting a missionary. Pairing a 
local church with specific hidden 
people groups lifts our vision from 
being “missionary minded” to being 
“mission minded”, that is, concerned 
not only with the individual workers 
we support, but with the larger 
dimensions and goals of Christ’s 
global cause. 


And that larger biblical goal is to 
“make disciples of all nations” (Greek, 
ethne, ethnic or people groups) as 
found in Matthew 28:18-20. That is, 
to establish an indigenous, evange- 
lizing fellowship of disciples (a 
church) within every one of the over 
22,000 people groups — “nations” — 
on earth. Just think: these 16,750 
distinct hidden peoples, whether in 
cities or in jungles, are the last 
frontiers of the Gospel! And your 
church can help reach them! 


Prayer 
The first step in adopting one or 
more hidden unreached peoples is 
prayer. As you review the available 
brief descriptions of the 100 targeted 
groups, ask the Holy Spirit to quicken

Preparation 


Second, since planting churches 
cross-culturally must involve our 
long-range concern and prayer, prep- 
aration of the local church is essentia 
Some churches plan a special “Fron- 
tier Missions Conference”; others 4 
“Hidden People Sunday”, or a series 
of sermons and meetings. Special 
teachings on “missions in the Bible’, 
the “new era” in missions, and specifi¢ 
hidden people blocks can prepare a 
congregation for heartfelt involve 
ment. 4 

Participation 

Adequate preparation sets the 
stage for ongoing participation by 
the church in the pioneer church- 
planting process. Intercessory prayer 
for the people group and the mission- 
aries, frontier mission information 
and education, awareness, love, 
financial contribution, etc., are essen- 
tial to keep the vision alive in the 
congregation. A church in North 
Carolina is building “world Christian” 
disciples by having a monthly “Fron- 
tier Fellowship” meeting. Each month 
they pray for new hidden peoples, 
view films, etc.. Already, they are 
“adopting” tribes among the unreach- 
ed Tuaregs of North Africa. Other 
churches have initiated “world dis- 
covery” Sunday school classes, and 
small home groups to discuss popular 
books on world Christian living. 

Even a small congregation can 

“adopt” a hidden people. For example, 
a church may assume one or more 
$1000 yearly “shares” in the total 
projected cost for penetrating that

As a 
asult, the “first era” of modern 
rotestant missions was underway 
litially progress was painfully slow 
nd humanly hopeless, yet through

nd began to grow. And where it did 
row the results were impressive.

By 1865, for example, missionaries 
in the Hawaiian Islands began to 
come home. They believed, at least 
in that case, that their job was done. 
But coastlands were not enough. 
Another era had to begin. 


THE SECOND ERA 
Interiors 


Thus it was, in that same year, 
that another young Englishman, 
Hudson Taylor, began a new mis- 
sionary society focused on the yet 
unreached interior regions. A “second 
era” in Protestant missions was about 
to begin characterized by another 
burst of new mission sending agen- 
cies like the China Inland Mission, 
the Africa Inland Mission and the 
Sudan Interior Mission. Also, as 
with the First Era, a God-given 
spiritual awakening among students 
resulted in thousands of volunteers. 
This time 100,000 young people gave 
their lives to missions through the 
Student Volunteer Movement alone. 
Of these, 20,000 actually went over- 
seas while the remaining 80,000 
remained at home to pray, support 
and spread the vision. Once more 
decades were devoted to new fron- 
tiers, the inland fields. As a result of 
the effectiveness of such “second 


era’ mission work the cry has again 
been heard recently, “The job is 
done. Let’s go home!” Thus, in the 
case of many of the older, successful 
mission boards, the number of career 
missionaries began to decline as the 
gratifying growth of the Church 
overseas led people to believe all 
necessary beachheads had been 
established. 


THE THIRD ERA 


Hidden Peoples 


However, the facts were not quite 


so simple. Cameron Townsend, al- 
most unnoticed, had gone to Guate- 
mala as a “second era” missionary. 
As this young American made his 
rounds as a Bible distributor in this 
Spanish speaking country, he made 
an amazing discovery. The majority 
of the population could not speak, 
much less read, Spanish. To reach 
these by-passed tribal groups would 
require a new approach. He was 
further convinced of this when an 
Indian asked him, “If your God is so 
smart, why can’t He speak our lan- 
guage?” And so began the vision for 
the Wycliffe Bible Translators, an 
agency that would become committed 
to penetrating these smaller, by- 
passed tribal frontiers through lan- 
guage reduction and Bible translation. 
The Third Era had begun in Protes- 
tant missions. As with the first two 
eras, this new era spawned a number 
of new mission agencies. The focus 
was now on still unreached groups 
of people who had been overlooked 
during the first two eras. Soon it 
became apparent that tribal peoples 
were not the only forgotten people. 
Many other groups, some right in 
the middle of so-called “Christian 
countries”, had also been overlooked. 
Allsuch people groups have come to 
be known as “Hidden Peoples”. It is 
estimated that there are at least 
16,750 such groups of forgotten

How To Pray Effectively For The Hidden People 


Hidden But Not 


Unreachable 


‘mong other signs of renewal, 
B:: work of the Holy Spirit in 
the Church today is being 
manifest by an increased refinement 
in missionary strategy. More are 
gaining expanded insight into the 
scope of the Great Commission, and 
its implications in the complex popu- 
lation structures of our global society. 
Jesus’ command to go to every 
nation (ethnos, Matthew 28:19), is 
elaborated in Acts 1:8, “unto the 
utmost place” (eschatos); and finally 
expounded in the vision of John, 
found in Revelation 5:9, as he de- 
scribes the redeemed coming from 
“every tribe (phule), tongue (glossa), 
people (laos) and nation (ethnos)”. 
Here is scriptural evidence that the 
Holy Spirit has literally ransacked 
our language to confront us with 
adequate and specific terminology 
indicating the detailed nature of our 
assignment to evangelize everyone. 
We all recognize our call to go to 
“all the earth”, but our goingis given 
more specific guidance than merely 
that we cross national boundaries. 
The words of the Bible emphasized 
above precisely show that every 
people group — tribal group, language 
group, ethnic group — is to be 
reached, and align us more closely 
with God’s heart when we discover 
it. 

It is not adequate to say, for 
example, “We have sent missionaries 
to Bolivia”. A more probing perspec- 
tive is in the question: “How many of 
its sixteen tribal groups have been 
reached?” Bolivia includes many 
separate | ‘peoples” who are “hidden” 
from view if we lump them in the 
whole. As a case in point, these 
Bolivian groups of people vary in 
population from the largest, about 
1,000,000 Quichuas, to an actual 
count of 258 Indians of the Chacobo 
tribe. Thus in looking at Bolivia’s 512 
million population, our prayer direc- 
tive and evangelism concerns gain 
refinement. 
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And it is not only the noting of 
tribal groups which help us discover 
our task with greater precision, but 
within every nation are distinct 
cultural groups whose collective 
uniqueness and life style often create 
barricades to evangelism unless we 
are sensitized to their distinction. 
For example, one distinct “hidden people” 
within our own North American 
continent are those who live and work 
in the race tracks of the land. They 
are virtually a people unto them- 
selves, and there are more than 50,000 
of them. They are not at all unreach- 
able, but their special arena of life 
tends to “hide” them from our aware- 
ness, and thereby from our concerned 
prayer and loving outreach. 

Since true intercessory prayer is 
spiritual warfare at its most demand- 
ing level, it is important to know 
how to take aim when you go into 
battle. Knowing how to pray for 
hidden people is more than a matter 
of intellectual analysis. Perceiving 
different cultures, recognizing the

(Matthew 25:35), 
and I was moved to pray for those 
people and the missionaries who are 
seeking to establish a beachhgaay 
through love and service. 


With these above thoughts in mind, 
perhaps you might benefit as I have 
through taking these steps in learning 
to pray for “hidden people” groups of 
the world: r 


*Pray first for the Holy Spirit to” 
give you direction as to a nation or 
geographic region to make as your 
focus. Praying for the world begins 
with praying for a part of it. You 
may find guidance coming in varied 
ways. One man I know was given 
the name of a province in China 
which he had never heard of. He had 
to find it on the map to verify it 
existed, yet the Holy Spirit had 
whispered it to his heart while he 
prayed. Another person I know said, 
“IT decided to pray for Germany— 
East and West—because my family 
background is German.” Both re-— 
ceived direction, but in very different 
ways.

This includes the cost of sending out 
new personnel, travel expenses, 
materials/literature and equipment 
needed for evangelization work, not to 
even mention the cost of providing 
monthly support for the workers the 
Lord calls to the fields. Each and every 
one of these expenses is vital and 
necessary to seeing this work carried 
out.

We can believe God for new finan- 
cial blessing with which to “bless” 
the hidden peoples. Some churches 
are encouraging new faith promises 
for frontier missions. A church in 
Decatur, Georgia is urging believers 
to save their “loose change’ in a jar, 
as a daily reminder to pray for the 
unreached. This evangelical “march 
of coins” and daily prayer-in-action 
for hidden peoples is catching on in 
many circles. They hope to average 
$100 per year per member in new 
money for their Frontier Mission 


fund!

Finally, through the prayer, faith, 
and partnership between churches 
and missionaries, we will see pene- 
tration of a hidden culture with the 
Gospel: a living church planted 
among a frontier people. 

Prayer, Preparation, Participation, 
Penetration. Four steps in “adopting” 
a hidden people and entering the 
mainstream of God's global purposes 
in these last days before Christ’s 
return. 

Reaching 2.5 billion untouched 
people seems impossible. But pene- 
trating the 16,750 people groups they 
live within is an excitingly reasonable 
goal! May the watchword, “A Church 
for Every People by the Year 2000” 
grip our hearts. The frontier peoples 
are God's priority concern (Luke 15). 
The frontiers were the Apostle Paul’s 
priority in ministry (Romans 15). 
The frontiers must be our priority 
also. 

“And this gospel of the kingdom 
will be preached throughout the 
whole world, as a testimony to all 
nations—every hidden people group; 
and then the end will come” (Matthew 
24:14 RSV). “Inherit” the nations. 
“Adopt” a hidden people group. Join

| he missionary outreach of the 
[ International Church of the Four- 
| square Gospel originated in the 
worldwide vision of Aimee Semple 
McPherson, whose birthday anniversary 
alls this month. How she would rejoice 
n the scope of the movement now, 37 
years since her promotion to glory. As 
was her lifelong custom, she would give 
il the glory to Jesus, but she would 
commend hosts of men and women 
who pioneered and served various 
nissionary fields and also many who 
stayed by the stuff, as it were (cf. I 
Samuel 30:24), who encouraged, in- 
spired, and trained personnel to give 
ind pray and go, both to the home and 
‘oreign fields. 


A few months ago there was a reunion 
in heaven upon the homegoing of a 
veteran Angelus Temple worker who 
directed many to full time ministries at 
home and abroad. Estelle Jones Caldwell 
renewed fellowship with Sister McPher- 
son and others who preceded her to 
paradise. For more than thirty years 
after God raised her from her deathbed 
in Angelus Temple, Estelle directed the 
children’s church, which in early days 
averaged as high as 4,000 on Saturday 
afternoons. She also directed six-week 
long vacation Bible schools each summer 
and taught in L.I.F.E. Bible College, as 
well as in the Conservatory of Music 
where she gave private voice and piano 
lessons. Scores of her children thrived 
later in ministries in Foursquaredom 
and also in other movements. 

Estelle Jones Caldwell exerted a 
significant influence upon Shirley and 
me as we were growing up.

Planning Strategies For World Evangelization by 
Edward R. Dayton and David A. Fraser, Eerdmans, $14.95 

The Dayton-Fraser proposal is a ten-step planning process 
which perceptively and provocatively deals with the basic 
ingredients required to reach a people group. The authors 
correctly identify that the great advantage of a “people 
approach” is the idea that “each group has the ability to 
evangelize itself”. In contrast to some mission strategies, 
this approach integrates biblical insights with those from the 
fields of management and the social sciences. The extensive 
bibliography (over 20 pages) is worth the price of the book 
alone. 

Designed for both the worker in the field and the student 
in the classroom, “Planning Strategies for World Evan- 
gelization” is a comprehensive book about the process of 
evangelization, what it is and how to go about it. It is the 
result of over a decade of experience and research by the 
Missions Advanced Research and Communications Center 
(MARC of World Vision International), founded by co- 
author Dayton. As a practical text on evangelization, this 
book has application wherever there are groups of people 
to be reached with the Gospel, including those groups in 
your own “Jerusalem”. (Review by Dr. John Amstutz.) 
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
